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MEDICAL  OFFICER*  S REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkhy-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1962.  This  has  been  com- 
piled in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  District  continues  to 
be  satisfactory,  as  revealed  by  reviewing  the  statistics  for  the 
year. 

The  population  continues  to  rise,  and  is  now  21,820  as  com- 
pared to  21,680  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  has  increased  from  6,972  to  7,059* 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  18.41  to  18.90.  The  In- 
fant Mortality  Rate  was  27*71  and  compares  with  21.4  for  England 
and  Wa les. 

Once  again,  I am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

The  Death  Rate  continues  to  show  a slight  increase  and  is  now 
13.74.  This  trend  has  been  evident  for  at  least  the  past  eight 

years.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were,  once  again,  Cardio- 

vascular lesions  or  diseases.  Cancer  and  Bronchitis.  Cardio- 
vascular lesions  or  diseases  and  Cancer  as  a cause  of  death  show 
an  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  Lung  Cancer  was  more 
than  three  times  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Lung  Cancer 
deaths  were  almost  entirely  males,  and  this  total  figure  was  the 
greatest  in  this  District  for  at  least  10  years.  This,  of  course 
reflects  the  appalling  national  figure  of  approximately  23,000  for 
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1961.  The  association  between  this  disease  and  smoking  (personal 
pollution)  is  now  well  known.  In  this  regard  one  appeals  for  more 
responsibility,  both  generally  and  individually,  amongst  an  ever 
more  educated,  enlightened  and  informed  public.  Only  in  this  way 
can  biases,  prejudices  and  selfishness  be  overcome. 

An  increased  sense  of  responsibility  in  a well  informed 
community  should  also  favourably  influence  the  immunisation  and 
vaccination  programme.  In  addition,  the  general  acceptance  of  the 
fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies  for  the  common  good  would  be 
obtained.  I had  commented  on  this  matter  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  previous  year,  but  I feel  there  is  a need  for  further  mention. 
That  this  should  be  proceeded  with,  as  speedily  as  possible,  is  now 
more  obvious . 

There  were  only  18  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in 
the  District  during  the  year,  and  there  were  only  3 cases  of 
Tuberculosis  notified.  I am  pleased  to  note  that  the  acceptance 
rate  for  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  amongst  school  children 
had  increased  from  51$  the  previous  year  to  90$.  This  response  is 
most  gratifying. 

For  the  13th  year  in  succession,  there  has  been  no  case  or 
death  from  Diphtheria.  However,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency. 
The  immunisation  rate  for  the  year  was  only  34.6$.  Of  433  children 
bom  during  the  year  only  150  received  protection  against  this 
dreaded  disease.  I must  emphasise  that  at  least  75$  of  children 
should  be  immunised  against  Diphtheria  if  we  are  to  avoid  cases  and 
probable  deaths. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  reconstruction  of  the  existing 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  now  largely  completed. 

A report  on  the  large  water  reservoirs  is  presented  by  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  house  building  programme  progressed  more  rapidly  during 
the  year,  with  the  erection  of  many  more  new  houses.  A comment 
by  Mr.  Whitten  reveals  part  of  our  difficulties  regarding  the 
demolition  of  unfit  houses. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Health 
Department  staff  for  their  loyal  help  and  assistance,  to  the  staff 
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of  the  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the 
Council  for  support  and  encouragement.

I have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  thirteenth  Annual 
Report,  showing  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

WATER 

The  large  reservoir  of  1 million  gallons  capacity,  which  was 
taken  out  of  service  in  1959  following  damage  due  to  mining  subsi- 
dence, was  brought  back  into  service,  although  all  the  repair  ?/ork 
has  not  yet  been  completed  and  accepted  by  the  Water  Department. 

Before  being  put  into  service,  the  reservoir  was  thoroughly 
cleansed,  and  finally  washed  down  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  Fire  Service,  using  water  containing  10  parts  per  million 
of  chlorine.  Samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Nottingham,  and  these  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory before  the  water  was  distributed. 

The  small  reservoir,  which  was  also  damaged  by  mining  sub- 
sidence, is  still  out  of  use  and  is  under  repair. 

The  District  is  supplied  from  the  Council*  s wells  situated 
near  Neman*  s Hollow.  This  supply  is  augmented  by  purchasing  a 
limited  amount  from  the  Sutton-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council. 
During  the  year  265,385,000  gallons  were  supplied  from  our  own 
pumping  station  and  17,370,000  gallons  were  purchased  from  Sutton- 
in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council.  Other  sources  of  water 
supply  to  houses  in  the  District  are  as  follows  :- 

1.  The  National  Coal  Board  supply  about  381  of  their 
own  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Kirkby  Colliery. 

2.  The  Meden  Valley  Water  Board  supply  24-  cottages  in 
the  Pinxton  side  of  the  District  and  2 Filling 
Stations  and  1 Light  Engineering  Yiforks. 

3.  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department  supply 
4-2  houses  in  the  Selston  end  of  the  District, 

Apart  from  seven  isolated  cottages,  every  house  in  the 
District  has  a piped  supply.  9C-

Slum  Clearance 


The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  2 Public 
Enquiries  in  connection  with  slum  clearance,,  One,  the  Kirkby- 
in-Ashfield  Derby  Road  Clearance  Order  1962,  was  confirmed,  but 
the  second,  the  Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Byron  Street  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  19 61,  v/as  confirmed  in  part. 

Unfortunately,  the  Council1  s slum  clearance  programme  in  the 
centre  of  the  town  is  being  held  up.  In  order  to  minimise  the 
effect  on  the  programme  as  a whole,  unfit  houses  not  in  the  central 
area  have  been  dealt  with  individually,  but  it  is  most  unfortunate 
that  as  a result  of  this  delay  in  dealing  with  the  slum  clearance 
programme  many  people  in  the  central  area  of  the  town  are  having 
to  continue  to  live  in  deplorable  conditions.

A second  daily  volumetric  instrument  for  measuring  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  was  installed  at  the  Folly  Junior  School,  Diamond 
Avenue,  Kirkby-in-Ashf i eld , with  the  full  co-operation  of  the 
Head  Teacher,  who  has  taken  a great  interest  in  the  apparatus  and 
has  kindly  allowed  the  schoolchildren  to  operate  it.
